"WHO COUNTS THE VOTES "' 


The New York Times, in an edi- 


torial discussing the question, "Who 
counts tb.3 votes," suras it nil up in 
this pithy paragraph: 


"It follows, then, that the President 


Of the Senate, under his solemn oath of 
office, opens tUe certifieates he deems it 
his duty to open, and no power on eartb 
can compel him to open invalid cerati- 
cixtes which he knows to be false or 
iraudalent. The certified vote opened 
he will count it or cause it to be counted 
as the long line of his d.stingmalied J >P °< 
predecessors have done before him, and J°e ryp. 
1,0 power in the joint convention or any- 
° 
3-> • 


where else can prevent him discharging 
this duty. He will announce the result 
ol tho count, and declared the persons 
elected, ns tha Presidents of the benate 
have done on all of the twenty two oc-. 
casions when the electoral vote has teen 
counted before. This is the «lear 
con- 


clusion of the whole matter o' counting 
the votes of the electors for President 
nud Sriee President of the Inited States. 


The position taken by the Times 


is certainly constituti " *Uy and le- 
gally sound. Tha two Houses of 
Congress hare a right to enact a law Constitution! 
or 'adopt rules or regulations pre- 
scribing how ana by whom the 
VOto shall ba counted and the re- 
sult proclaimed. Tliey may do so 
before the 14th of February next; 
though -we have faint hope that they 
will be able to agree upon anything. 
But as it now stands, in the absence 
of any rule or statute in force gov- 
erning the matter, it belongs solely 
and exclusively to the presiding of- 
ficer of the Senate to open the pack- 
ages and declare who is chosen Pres- 
ident and Tice-President. Tho mem- 
bers of Congress will be present sim- 
ply as spectators; they will have no 
voice whatever in the premises- not 
even the right to make suggestions. 
The dcci^on of the President of the 
Senile is conclusive and final; it 
cannot be questioned or criticized, 
nnl there is no appeal from it. If 
he errs or acts corruptly, there is 
no help for it—no remedy being 
provided by the constitution or tho 
laws. If he announces that Tildon 
is elected, Tildea must be inaugu- 
rated. 
If he proclaims Hayes 


elected, Hayes must be inaugurated. 
He is supreme judge in the busi- 
ness, and can reject or count the 
returns from the electoral colleges 
at his own will and pleasure. Bui 
this inquiry may be sprung—this 
difficulty suggested: The constitu- 
tion ordains that the votes shall be 
counted "in the presence of the 
Senate and House o! Representa- 
tives;" now suppose that a majority 
nt Hie House refuses to attend the 
jovut-convention, or being present 
at the opeaiug of the session, ab- 
squatulates before 
the count is 


completed or even commenced, what 
then? In this emergency, either one 
of two things mrst be done. Less 
than a quorum of either House has 
lull power to compel by force the 
attendance 
of 
absentees; 
and 


the Sergeant-at-arms might hunt 
clown and bring in the absquatula- 
iors; or the presiding officer of 
he Ssnato might proceed to the 
count, "in the presence of the Sen- 
ato" and what was left of the House. 
If in this Utter event the President 
•of tha Senate should canvass the 
vjtes, declare Hayes duly chosen 
and furnish him with the iregnlar 
Certificate of election, would he not 
then bo legally the President elect? 
We think so. And nothing short of 
revolution could prevent his inaug- 
uration. General Grant woulcl be 
bound to install him and turn over 
the "oVer^ent to him o« the 4th of
